Size of Business

A farm business should bo large enough 
X/T 
to pay operating costs, interest on the 
investm ent, and family living expenses. 


J. L. Tennant 
A southern New England dairy farm , for 
example, should have a t least 18 cows per m an; a poul­ 
try farm, 1,5(X) layers; a m arket-garden farm , IO acres; 
a potato farm , 40 acres; and an apple farm , 20 acres. 
Doing more business w ith the same capital invest­ 
m ent Is one way to lower costs and higher profits. 
W ith the larger business, the operator can spend more 
of his tim e a t productive work. For example, workers 
on a dairy farm w ith 9 to IO cows per m an will be 
ju st as busy as on a farm w ith 15 to 18 cows per m an. 
T h e gross sales and net income on the larger opera­ 
tion will be m uch higher because more of the tim e is 
used in producing milk. Reducing costs i>er unit puts 
the farm operator in a stronger com petitive position. 
If more crop land cannot be bought, perhaps it can 
1x3 rented. A nother plan Is to check m eans by which 
crop production on present acreage can be increased. 
W ays to do this include: the use of lime and fertilizer; 
w inter cover crops; higher yielding varieties; double 
cropping; drainage and terracing. 
A nother step tow ard efficiency is to install m odern 
equipm ent which enables one person to produce more 
per hour. O verhead costs ix?r unit of product can lie 
lowered when each m achine Is used profitably for as 
many hours as possible. 


Track Down the Facts 


Old Ringtail, the racoon, holes up in 
hollow trees. 
He’s bani to track 
down w ithout trained ’coon dogs . . . 
similarly, there are some hard-to- 
locate facts about any business. B ut 
no one needs any special "fact hunt­ 
ing” ability to get all the facts about 
what determ ines livestock prices. 
A recent top price for beef steers on a midwest 
was $35, with an average of near $30; best lambs, 
average $23, and hogs were selling up to $30, with a $27 
average. These prices for livestock are unusual but, in gen- 
eral, th* V ar** * I * J* * to tin- d e m a n d tor meats b e in g greater 
than the supply. T hey reflect w hat the consumer is willing 
and able to pay for meats. All farmers and ranchers should 
remember these basic facts, whether prices are high or low 
The price producers receive for their livestock is governed 
by what the packer can get for the m eat and the by-products.
